Clock in the Morning, the 
whole Army march’d from the Camp 
at Bruffoel, to attack that of the 
Enemy near Tournay, which was 
pofted between the Chauflee of Aeth 
and the Schelde. The Infantry was 
form’d in two Lines before the Ene- 
my’s Camp by between Three and 
Four; but as the Horfe, who were 
to fupport them, had fome Defiles 
to pafs, they could not be in Readi- 
nefs fo foon ; fo that the whole Army 
did not move to the Attack till about 
Seven ; and in this Interval of Time 
the Infantry was expofed to a moft 
furious Cannonade. The Right Wing 
however advanced with great Refo- 
lution, and gain’d Ground of the 
Enemy; but being continually gall’d 
by the Fire of Batteries in the Front, 
and of Redoubts in the Flanks, and 
alio of a very fmart and continual 
Difcharge of Small Arms, they could 
not maintain the Ground they had 
got, but were obliged to retire. 
They rallied twice, but without Ef- 
fect ; fo that it was judg’d neceflary, 
about One o’Clock, that the Army 
fhould retreat ; and it was done with 
jo good Order and Countenance, 
that the Enemy did not ~—r to 
give us any Difturbance; and the 
Amy, with its Baggage, is now en- 
camp’dnear 4eth.

A Camp abandon'd, with all their 
Stores and Baggage, the Duke of Orleans 
wounded, Martha] Marfan kill'd, and Turn 
reliev'd, were the Confequences of this

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HE French Army in Flanders having 
taken the Field, as mentioned in our 
-Jaft, the Count de Saxe, their Genera], in 
order to cover his Defign upon Tournay, 
fent a large Detachment of Cavalry towards 
Mons ; but upon the Army's marching out 
of their firft Camp, that Detachment was 
fuddenly recaljed, and the Army marched 
directly to Tournay, which they invefted on 
the 1th ult. 0. S. in the Morning, and 
opened the Trenches on the 19th. From 
that Time they carried on the Siege with 
the utmoft Vigour ; and the King of France, 
accompanied by the Dauphin, having fet 
out from Verfailles on the 25th, they beth 
arrived in the Army before the End of laft 
Month. For the Relief of this important 
City, the Allied Army marched from their 
firft Camp at Halle to Soignies on the 21ft, 
on the 24th they marched to Cambron, and 
on the 28th to Maubray, within Sight of 
the Enemy, having been obliged to make 
feveral Halts, in ordér to wait for the 
Troops that were marching to join them. 
From this laft Place they marched to attack 
fhe French Army, which brought on the 
attle we have already given the moft au- 
thentick Accounts of * ; and therefore we 
fhall now only add, that by the laft Ac- 
gounts from thence, the Allied Army was 
daily receiving Reinforcements of freth 
Troops at their Camp at Leffnes; but in 
the mean Time, the French having ‘after 
the Bartle continued the Siege of Tournay, 
the Governor, Baron Dorth, found himfelf 
obliged to furrender the Town by Capitu- 
Jation on the rath Inft. the Articles of 
which were as follows, viz.

again{t the States General, his Majefty had 
order’d the Dutch Prifoners to be fet at Li.

Tho’ it was expeéted, that the Prince of 
Conti, as foon as he arrived, would have 
attacked the Allied Army upon the Réim, 
yet he has never made the leaft Attempt 
that Way, but on the contrary, his Army 
began to repafs the Rbine on the rth In. 
ftant 0. S. by their Bridge at Biberich, by 
the 24th they had all pajffed, and on that 
Day they began to take up the Palifadoes 
that defended the two Heads of their Bridge.
